j SISH is the national language, 
_ and it should occupy an unques- 
tioned place of predominance in the 
primary schools, said Mr. Derrig, 
Minister for Education, in the 
Senate yesterday, when replying to 
criticisms made on the debate on 
the second reading of the Appropria- 
tions Bill on Wednesday. 
Professor M. Hayes’s comment on 
the speech was that the Minister’s 
attitude was hopeless. 
_ The Minister said:—‘ Irish must be 
in the first place, and where it is not 
already so we should see that it is put 
into first place.” If Irish were to be 
treated as an ordinary subject in the 
schools English would become the 
language of the school, as it was, un- 
fortunately, in too many cases already. 
They should let the child understand 
in the formative years that Irish was

the system. About 600 new schools 
would be required, of which AO were 
urgently | needed. Since 1932, 2% 
millions had been spent on school 
improvements, but it would need a ten- 
year plan to clear out insanitary and 
unsuitable schools, most of which were 
in rural areas. It might cost more 
than four millions: to build the 600 
schools needed after the war.

NO INTERFERENCE 


Sir Hugh O’Neill—When will this 
bill be introduced ? 

Mr. Merrison—Probably after the 
House resumes, following the summer 
recess. 

Mr. Gallacher (Com., Fife, W.j— 
Before this bill is definitely decided on, 
will the Government not demand of 
the Government of Northern Ireland 
that they make a complete re- 
construction of their unrepresentative 
Government ? 

Mr. Morrison—That seems to be the 
business of the Northern Ireland Parlia- 
ment, 

Mr. Shinwell (Labour, Seaham) asked 
whether, in view of the fact that there 
was in Northern Ireland a Government 
avd an Opposition and the Coalition 
principle had not been accepted, there 
was any substantial case for the pro- 
longation of that Parliament, and 
whether, therefore, they should not be 
permitted to have an election. 

Mr. Morrison—I doubt if it can be

here, which would make an election on 
the old register almost a farce? 

The 
conditions are very analogous, though 
not quite so. Perhaps there is only 
one difference, which is that an elec- 
tion in Northern Ireland might be 
more exciting than an election here.

Sir Percy Harris (L., Bethnal Green, 
S.W.)—While recognising the very 
strong case against an election in 
these circumstances, would it not be 
reasonable to suggest that some en- 
deavour should be made to form a 
National Government there? 

Professor Savory—Is not that a 
question for the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland ? 

Mr. Kirkwood (Lab., Dumbarton 
Burghs)—Is it essential that members 
of the Northern Ireland Parliament 
should be required to. come here to ask 
if they are to have a general election?

PLANS 


MR. CORDELL HULL'S 
BROADCAST 


ROADCASTING last night, Mr. 
Cordell Hull, United States 
Secretary of State, said that the first

task was to win the war. After win- 
ning the war the United Nations 
must exércise surveillance over Ger- 
many, Japan and Italy until these 
nations repudiate the doctrines of 
superior race and conquest by force. 

Mr. Hull said:—‘‘ Our enemies con- 
front us with armed might in every 
part of the globe, and we cannot win 
the war by standing on our borders and 
limiting ourselves to beating off the 
attack. Air, submarine and other forms 
of assault can effectively be defeated 
only if those attacked seek out and 
destroy the sources of attack. We shall 
send all the aid we can to our gallant 
allies. We shall seek out our enemies 
and attack them at any and every point 
of the globe at which the destruction 
of the Axis forces can be accomplished 
most effectively, most speedily and 
most certainly. 


ATLANTIC CHARTER 


““We and other free peoples are 
forced to fight because we ignored the 
simple, but fundamental, fact that the 
price of peace and the preservation of 
right and treedom among the nations is 
the acceptance of international respon- 
sibilities. The pledge of the Atlantic 
Charter is of a system which will give 
every nation, large or small, greater 
assurance of a stable peace, greater 
opportunity for the realisation of its 
aspirations to freedom, and greater 
facilities for material advancement. It is 
plain fact that some international agency 
must be created which can—by force 
if necessary—keep the peace among the 
nations in the future. There :aust be 
interna* al co-operative action to set 
up mw ; «isms which can thus insure 
peace. 


~~ SURVEILLANCE 


“It is plain that one of the institu- 
tions which must be established and 
given vitality is an _ International 
Court of Justice. It is equally clear 
that in the process of re-estabishing 
order the United Nations must exer- 
cise surveillance over aggressor nations. 
How long such surveillance will need 
to continue must depend upon the 
rapidity with which the peoples of 
Germany, Japan, Italy and their 
satellites give convincing proof that 
they have repudiated and abandoned 
the monstrous philosophy of superior 
race and conquest by force. 

‘‘ Excessive trade barriers of many 
different kinds must be reduced, and 


practices which impose- injuries on 
others and divert trade from its 
natural economic course must be 


avoided.’’ Equally plain, he said, 
was the need for making national cur- 
rencies once more freely exchangeable 
at stable rates of exchange, and for 
a system of financial relations, so that 
materials could reach the markets 
created by human needs and capital

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COMMODITY PRICES 
AND PENALTIES 


MR. DE VALERA’S VIEWS 


OVING the second reading of 
the Emergency Powers (Con- 
tinuance and Amendment) Bill, 
1942, in the Senate yesterday, Mr. 
d2 Valera reiterated the statements 
made by him in the Dail on the bill, 
“that -it was necessary to awaken the 
country to a full realisation of the 
seriousness of the present situation 
and to put down offences arising out 
of shortages. 
Mr. M. HAYES said that he thought 
the provision of minimum penalties 
was part of a delusion, that drastic 
provisions in an Act could take the 
place of effective administration of the 
law. Experience showed that that was 
not so. 


WRONG PRINCIPLE 


Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS said that the 
House had no optixn but to extend the 
Act when they ,%d accepted such 
emergency legislath “. He did not 
agree with the mini “w penalties set 
out in the Act. Bet ‘“ the person 
who was trying to make ‘oney at the 
expense of the commun. * and the 
person trying to do his business justly 
and honestly there was a great 
difference to be considered in settling 
minimum penalties. The Government 


was introducing a wrong principle, 
Mr. D. FITZGERALD said that, 
even before the war, there was a 


tendency on the part of the Govern- 
ment to encroach on the legislative 
authority. 


“ INIQUITOUS ORDERS ” 


Mr. S. CAMPBELL protested 
against the ‘‘ iniquitous Emergency 
Order 83”’ and its successor Order No. 
166. It was definitely stated in 
September, 1939, when the Government 
got the Emergency Powers Act through 
the Oireachtas that it would not be 
used to lower the standard of living 
in the country So long as the two 
Orders remained in operation some 
definite steps should be taken to 
control prices. He suggested that the 
complicated machinery which existed 
to provide an increase of 2s. when the 
cost of living exceeded 235 points had 
the effect of deterring the making of 
applications. Serious penalties should 
be imposed upon the racketeers who 
were battening on the poor of Dublin. 


MR. DE VALERA 


Mr. DE VALERA said that if the 
Senate made amendments the Dail 
would be brought back to deal with 
these amendments to the bill. Re- 
ferring to the suggestion that there 
should be consultation with interests 
affected before new Orders were In- 
vosed. as in the case of the drapers,s 
Mr. de Valera said that this consulta- 


tion was not always Ea in the 
public interest. Consultation did take 
a general way, but the

and at the same time announced that 
modifications would be made, and these 
actually had been made. It was im- 
possible for the Minister for Supplies 
to see everyone who wished to see him, 
and he must decide himself the best 
way to serve the public interest. In 
many cases of high po there was a 
collusion between buyer and _ seller, 
and detection was difficult, if not im- 
possible. The only other deterrent was 
a high penalty. 

The independence of the Justices in 
Eire and their security of tenure was 
far greater than in Great Britain, 
where circulars were sent to resident 
magistrates in the hope of securing 
uniformity of penalties. They had no 
system like that here, although some 
of their Justices did not realise the 
seriousness of some of these eommodity 
offences. It was not correct to state 
that these Emergency Orders were 
made by civil servants. The Ministers 
concerned always applied their indivi- 
dual minds to the matters in question,
